Yesterday I *aw the most surprising sight 
that has greeted my eyes for many month*—a 
man drawing a large handcart, piled high with 
hay, and on it a woman, riding with foldec 
hands as naturally ai if women were bom tc 
this sort of thing ui FLurope. 
Had those two 
lieen reversed, whatever our feeling, it would 
not have been one of surprise. 
Had the wom­ 
an lieen harnessed in that cart with a dog, both 
{lulling with alt their might, while the mac 
rode, it would have lieen much more consistent 
with 
tho 
peasant's 
idea 
of 
the 
po­ 
sition 
of 
women. 
Just 
before 
we 
saw a woman high up in a cherry tree 
: picking the fruit, while a man lay at the foot, 
w aiting to pla re the ladder w hen she should 
Is* ready to come down with her burden.

saw a woman in Holland draw ing a canal boat, 
bent nearly double with the leathern harness, 
as she trudged a io n ''the tow jiatli. a man sit­ 
ting at his ease rn the (tost smoking. 
In Up­ 
per Austria I saw a slight and very pretty 
young girl carrying the mortar tip to the 
second story of a building, while a man wait­ 
ed there to put it in place when she arrived. 
Within a week I have seen a man shovel the 
sweepings of the street assisted by a woman, 
into a basket which he helped her to place 
on her back; while she carried it to a long dis- 
lance he sat down and waited until she returned 
for another. 
I saw a woman in Naples carry­ 
ing a coffin on her head, chatting gayly with a 
man who walked empty-handed at her side 
I have seen a w oman aiel a cow together pull 
a eoal cart through the streets of a North Ger­ 
man city, a luau touching them up, gently, to 
be sure, with a whip, as lie walked beside them. 
I remember 
two women 
unloading casks 
of beer from a river < raft, while twenty men 
looked on. 
I ve seen women a dozen times this 
summer in Germany carrying two heavy ti links; 
and there* s no menial, heavy, out door lalior 
I have not seen them doing here in Switzerland, 
so no wonder we looked amazed at the woman 
riding at her ease on tile sweet hay and the 
man doing the work—the first piece of gallan­ 
try, the first recognition ut' the weaker, 
we 
have seen in the peasant, or farming class 
here.

The offi­ 
cer with whom I was staying offered to 
introduce me to some influential peo­ 
ple alxuifc the court. 
We accordingly 
proceeded to the city, which is connect­ 
ed with the English encampment by a 
a good road, nearly two mile long, pass­ 
ing through charming scenery. 
At length we came to a large monu­ 
mental 
gateway, 
flanked 
by 
high, 
round towers, the facade of which is 
painted with figures of monsters and 
divinities, and the Guicowar’s soldiers 
presenting arms to us, we entered tire 
city. 
After a short drive we alighted 
from our carriage before the palace ol 
Tatia Sahib Kilidar, to whom I ex­ 
pressed a wish to lie presented. 
This 
palace, a large brick building diflers 
from the neighboring houses only in 
the richness of the carved woodwork 
and the profusion of color on its facade. 
The ground floor is laid out in shops, 
and a single door, very narrow, giver 
access to the interior. 
My companion, 
without hesitation, pfbceeded to ascend 
a dark staircase, m arly perpendicular, 
and so narrow that I could easily touch 
both walls with my elbows. 
If wa* 
closed in at the summit bv a heavy trap, 
door, 
which a servant opened and 
closed after us. 
“ How,” I asked, “car: 
people who, I am told, live surrounded 
bv almost supernatural luxury, con­ 
demn themselves to go up and dew . 
such a break-neck affair ?” 
The cap­ 
tain explained the reason of this singu­ 
larity. 
The M ahrattan nobles came into tim 
country as usurpers ;mere peasants'sons, 
they had expelled the ancient nobility. 
Being exposed to the vengeance of the 
dispossessed hand-ow ners, each of them 
made his palace a fortress difficult of 
approach. 
Afterward their 
constant 
quarrels with the sovereign induced 
them to return, as a measure of {ire 
caution, to a system established as & 
precaution against the dagger of the as 
sa8sin. 
The staircase always opens in­ 
to a guard-room, and surprise is impos 
sible, for one man could easily defend 
the passage against a hundred. 
We traversed sundry large rooms, 
several conrts and a labyrinth of cor­ 
ridors. 
The house 
seemed full of 
Soldiers and attendants of the K ilidar; 
jit was more like a barrack than a pa­ 
lace. 
Some were playing with dice, 
cithers singing to the accompaniment ol 
th e lute, and many were stretched, fast 
asleep, on the floor. 
On story after 
storv we were received by an usher. 
W aring a silver wand, who showed us 
the way, When we reached the fifth floor 
w e cattie on a spacious terrace, cover­ 
ing the whole palace, surrounded bv ele­ 
gant apartm ents with galleries in front 
supported on columns. Contrary to the 
European custom, which gives the up­ 
per story to servants, here the m aster of 
the house always occupies it him self; 
indeed, it is by far the coolest and pleas­ 
antest part of the house. 
Out of reach 
of the emanations from tile bazaars, 
the apartm ents admit tire air freely, 
and the terraces, stuccoed, and shelter­ 
ed from 
the sun by thick awnings, 
are transformed into spacious rooms. 
We were shown into the presence of 
Tatia Sahib, who advances! and shook 
hands with us. 
Taken unawares by oui 
visit, he was still in undress, which was 
excused by the heat of the day and 
very graciously apologized for not hav­ 
ing received me in a manmer worthy of 
the honor I conferred upon him. 
We 
sat down on sofas, which were placed 
in a veranda supported by Moorish ar­ 
cades, the walls of which w ere covered 
with glasses, pictures, and native curi­ 
osities. The Kilidar was a man of be­ 
tween twenty-live and thirty years of 
age, and the most perfect type off a Mah- 
r att ah. His bust, bare and bronzed was 
admirably formed; his features deli 
cate and exceedingly handsome. 
His 
expression was somewhat fierce, al­ 
though his large black eyes always ic 
motion, his rich earrings, and pearl 
necklaces that hung down upon hi- 
breast, gave him an effeminate air. 
J 
had a long conversation with him about 
Europe. 
He assured me that the King 
would lie happy to see me, and w ould 
do his best to make my sojourn agreea­ 
ble. 
On taking leave, lie made me a 
thousand protestations of friendship, 
begged me to consider his palace my 
own. Thence we called on several othei 
nobles, aud everywhere I met with tire 
same warm reception. 
The Captair 
proposed that we should call on a greal 
Hindoo lady, tire widow of Harribakti. 
the late Keeper of the Royal Treasury 
who, free from control, and of advanced 
ideas, liked to frequent good European 
society. 
Rare, indeed, in that country, is the 
oppotunity of entering tire house of 
great fortune anil high caste. 
The 
rules of the Zenana are so strict, the 
prejudices so deeply rooted, that even 
w idows scarcely dare break through the 
“ purdah Screven,” the word commonly 
used in India to designate harem life. 
The Widow H aribakti received us in 
a room hung with damask and magnifi­ 
cently decorated. 
Draped in a thin 
veil of rose colored silk and half reclin­ 
ing on velvet cushions she shone forth 
in the midst of all her splendid sur­ 
roundings. 
H er figure was of striking 
beauty, lier dress glittered with jewels 
and gold. 
W hen we entered she grace­ 
fully rose, and having shaken hands, 
invited us to take our seats on eacli 
side of her. 
She asked several ques­ 
tions about Europe, the manners and 
customs of the people, and above 
the costumes of the ladies. 
My 
sw-ers sometimes made lier laugh; 
what astonished lier most was that 
women of high caste could bring them ­ 
selves to go out on foot into the streets 
and public promenades, 
Her lively and 
animated conversation on various sub­ 
jects, and the English words she intro­ 
duced, indicated in this lady a degree 
of education that one would never ex­ 
pect to find within the wells of a Zena­ 
na. 
She kindly went through the cer­ 
emony of the pausopari herself, and I 
withdrew, astonished to find so much 
grace and amiability. 
Tile pansopan 
is a mixture of betel, areca and lime, 
which it is the custom to offer to per­ 
sons of distinction when they are on 
the point of retiring from an interview 
•—a mixture by no means agreeable to 
chew for the first time—but one soon 
gets used to it. 
The master of the 
house also pours rose-water on the 
hands and beards of Ins visitors. 
I re­ 
turned to the camp delighted with my 
first excursion and utterly astounded 
at the facility with which I had received 
permission to these various Hindoo 
houses.

THE REVISED BIBLE. 


C haracter of the Changes M ade In th e Old 
T estam ent. 
The labors of the committees on the 
Anglo-American revision of the Old 
Testam ent are ended, and the work is 
now in the hands of the printers. 
It 
will probably lie issued from the Uni­ 
versity presses of Oxford and Cam­ 
bridge in tile fall. 
This great work 
originated in the Convocation of C an­ 
terbury, May ti, 1870, by the appoint­ 
ment of a committee of em inent Biblical 
scholars and dignitaries of the Church 
if England, with power to revise the 
Authorized version of IOU, and to asso- 
•iate with them representative Biblical 
scholars of other denominations. 
It 
was decided to make the work interna­ 
tional as well as interdenom inational. 
Accordingly the American committee 
was organized by invitation and wit! 
the approval of the British revisers, and 
liegan active work in Octolier, 1872. 
These committees have worked in­ 
dependently of each other. 
The Ameri­ 
can committee has held monthly meet­ 
ing in New York, where, after a com­ 
parison of views, it would vote on $ 
proposed 
change. 
A 
m ajority yot* 
would Vie sufficient to carry the subject 
over to the next meeting, when a two- 
thirds vote would be necessary to se­ 
cure its adoption. 
A change thus voted 
would Ire communicated to the English 
committee. 
The 
latter 
committee, 
working in much the same manner and 
holding its meetings in London, would 
promply send the results of its labors 
to 
the American 
brethren. 
Thus a 
constant correspondence has been kept 
up between the committees. 
It is by 
means of this correspondence that the 
revision has been completed. 
No joint 
meeting of represantives of the com­ 
mittee has been held. 
Both commit­ 
tees have gone over all the books of the 
Old Testament, and no change will lie 
incorporated that has not met the a p ­ 
proval of both bodies. 
In some instan­ 
ces the British revisers have been more 
conservative than the Americans, and 
where the latter think their point ol 
sufficient importance it will appear in 
the appendix, as was done in the case 
of the revision af the New Testam ent. 
Changes in the text of the Old Testa­ 
m ent will be less marked than in th* 
revised edition of the New. 
In the re­ 
vision of the latter the translators were 
aided by a comparison of antlion tit 
m anuscripts discovered since the tran s­ 
lation in ICH. 
They were thus led to 
correct the Greek text, and consequent- 
Iv to make alterations in the text of tire 
English revision. 
That 
they mignt 
render the original with greater liberal­ 
ness, they sometimes sacrificed beauties 
of phrase, even when the meaning was 
not affected. 
In the work now in press there will 
be little or no occasion for complaint in 
tins regard. 
The difference between 
Hebrew 
and English idioms is such 
that it is not possible to render with 
such verbal accuracy from the Hebrew 
as can be done from the Greek. W here, 
therefore, one phrase expresses the 
tine meaning, no change occurs. Then, 
too. the public wish, especially in E ng­ 
land, has pronounced against all avoid­ 
able changes in tire old version. 
Another powerful reason why radical 
changes were impossible is the fact that 
tile original text of the Old Testam ent 
remains substantially the same as that 
used by King James" translators. 
W ith 
tire New Testament the case was differ­ 
ent. 
The mission of the revisers of the 
Old Testam ent has lieen not so much to 
ascertain the correct text as to find out 
the true meaning cf the old text, the 
origin of which is lost in antiquity. 
In 
this work they have been assisted by the 
great advance made in the knowledge 
of the Hebrew language since King 
Jam es’ time. In many instances the old 
translators wholly mistook the mean­ 
ing of words, and they were ignorant of 
much of the Hebrew gram m ar that is 
now the common property of scholars. 
Thus the children of Israel did not, as 
stated in Exodus, xi., 2, by divine di­ 
rection “ borrow” of the Egyptians what 
they never intended to re tu rn , but they 
“ asked” for and received gifts. In other 
cases the tenses of verbs are confused 
and the sequence of thought contained 
in the text is lost in the translation. 
Possessive pronouns are sometimes mis­ 
placed. 
Thus in Psalm s, lix., 17. “ God 
of mv mercy” should be “ my merciful 
God.” 
Much light has also been shed on tho 
meaning of words in the text by the 
study of Arabic and other Semitic lan­ 
guages. 
Since the excavations at Nin­ 
eveh, the study of these languages has 
m ule great progress. 
“Some improvements in our transla­ 
tion may be expected also,” says Presi­ 
dent Chase of Harvard, one of the revi­ 
lers of the New Testament, “ from the 
greatly increased knowledge in recent 
times of the ways and customs of Orien­ 
tal people, and of the geography flora 
and fauna of the Bible lands. 
The mv- 
trological 
satyrs should Ire veritable 
goats; and that fabulous beast, the uni­ 
corn, should no longer exalt his horn in 
the Bible, though he may continue to 
do so oil the royal arms of England, 
lait will doubtless give place to the wild 
ox—the same wild ox, or urns, which 
Cresar discribes in Germany, and which 
h a s b e e n preserved with great care, 
even to our time, on a nobleman's es­ 
tate in G reat B ritain.” 
The parallelism in the poetical books 
will be shown by printing in verse form, 
which will be an immense gain in the 
clearness and force of meaning. 
For 
example, the earliest specimen of poetry 
extant <Geu. iv., 23-24) illustrates it­ 
self if arranged in some such w’ay asr 
this; 
And Lamech said unto Lie wives, 
Adati and Zillah, “ Hear my voice; 
Ye wives of Lamech, hearken unto my speech, 
For I have slain a man to ray wounding, 
\nd a young man to ray hurt. 
If Cain shall be avenged seven-fold. 
Truly Lamech seventy-and-seven-fold. 
The completion of this work marks 
the third great step in the rendering of 
tire Scriptures in the English-language. 
The first translation entire was the work 
of John Wycliffe in tire last quarter of 
the Fourteenth century. 
There were 
different attempts to supply the want 
of a better translation until in 1611 
King Jam es’ version was given to the 
world as the best product of the ripest 
scholarship of that day. 
That Vernon 
has stood till the present.—Philadel­ 
phia Record.

If strung out in 
one train, these

tend over one mile and a half of 
track.

In 1871 Thomas Colt, then twelve years old, 
was taken to Bellevue Hospital, suffering from 
a disease which had destroyed his nose and 
lips and had begun to effect his eyes. 
He was 
taken in charge by Dr. Gustavus Sabine, and 
since that time has been under treatment with a 
view to replacing the lost parts of the face. 
After the course of the disease had been 
checked, the process of building up was be­ 
gun by cutting sway the flesh about the 
edges of the orifice, where the nose had 
been. 
Then the inside of the large finger o 
the right haod was flayed, and tho fresh cut 
wound was fitted where the nose should be. 
The hand was beld in place by bandages aud 
plaster of paris until tho finger had grpwn 
fast to the forehead and cheeks of the patient 
In the meantime the mouth was covered by 
the hand, and a silver tulle was inserted into 
the lad’s throat through which he was fed and 
through which he also breathed. 
When the grafting of the finger to the face 
was completed, and the circulation established 
the finger was amputated near the knuckle, 
leaving two-and-a-half joints 
attached to 
the face. 
The operations so far had re­ 
quired about a year, but the process was 
only begun. 
The* next step was to trim down 
the- finger into the shape of a nose by remov­ 
ing the bone and gradually building up the 
flesh on each side and drawing the skih from 
the cheeks and forehead over it. 
In course of 
time the result sought was obtained, except 
that there were as yet no nostrils. 
Tile eyes of the unfortunate boy had both 
been drawn ont of position somewhat, and 
these were straightened by clipping nerves in - 
the manner usually adopted bv oculists; an 
treating cross-eyed people. 
The eyebrows 
were also patched up at tne inner ends. 
The next step was to give the boy a new pair 
of lips. 
This was done gradually by taking 
pieces of flesh from the cheeks and grafting 
them in place bit by bit 
Yesterday after thirteen years of experience 
under a surgeon’s knife, having meantime 
undergone and recovered from thirty different 
operations, the patient, now a young man, left 
the hospital 
His face was smooth, and to the 
casual observer bore no traces of what be had 
passed through. 
The case is extraordinary 
for the extent of the work done and the per­ 
fect result obtained. 
Not less extraordinary 
was the fortitude of the patient, who never 
rnurmered under the necessarily painful oper­ 
atic floor Ide­ 
ations, and who, when walking 
cause of his suffering, was wont to cheer up 
the other patients iii the ward by telling droll 
stoles, of which he had a large supply. 
He 
was known in the hospital as “Patient Tom­ 
my."— N. Y. Hun.
